New plan 
suggests 
competitive 
edge possible 
for Didsbury

An Economic Development Marketing Plan has been cre¬ 
ated for the Town of Didsbury to attract new businesses 
and industries to the town. 

Council now has the plan to look over and decide when 
exactly it will be implemented. 

“We need to look at things like the property to the north 
that’s being annexed in," Mayor Brian W'ittal said. With the 
additional land being annexed in, Wittal siiid that it would 
bring more opportunities for both commercial and residen¬ 
tial. 

In the short term, the plan aims to create a situation 
where the annual value of non-resident ial building permits 
is similar to or higher than surounding communities. 

In the long term, the plan aims to lessen the municipal 
tax burdon on residential taxpayers by increasing the non- 
residential tax assessment portion of municipal taxes. 

Part of the process in putting the marketing plan togeth¬ 
er was a gap analysis, which showed where Didsbury 
lacked in terms of businesses and what residents of 
Didsbury wanted. 

“It helped to give as a snapshot of where those gaps 
were,” Wittal said. One of the gaps discovered by the con¬ 
sulting firm was that local residents went out of town for 
groceries and family clothing purchases. 

Part of the marketing plan also included the creation of a 
new economic development logo, which will not replace 
the town logo but will rather appear on all documents that 
promote the economic development 

The marketing plan’s estimated budget is $81,000 over 
the next three years and the plan itself is intended to act as 
a flexible guide over the next seven. 

The plan is divided into three sections: Integrated 
Promotional Tools, Optimizing Partnerships and 
Networking and Increasing Organizational and Community 
Readiness. 

It was recognized in the plan that Didsbury had had sub¬ 
stantial population growth and residential development 
over the past five years. 

To make Didsbury sustainable among the growing sur¬ 
rounding communities, it will need to attract new business¬ 
es and industries, which will lie done through the market¬ 
ing plan. 

According to the mayor, the next step following the mar¬ 
keting plan would be to develop a committee. “It will have 
members from businesses, local residents, the chamber...” 
He said having a group that represented all aspects of the 
community was essential in being successful with the plan. 

In the end, W'ittal sees the growth of Didsbury and the 
Economic Development Marketing Plan to include resi¬ 
dents, tourists and businesses. “It could attract residents to 
the town depending on the business they are in.” 

Wittal said that Didsbury had much to offer new busi¬ 
nesses that come to Didsbury. “It’s a quality of life you can 
have here.”

The health region has conducted 5,552 
inspections lietween January and September 
2008 and found 176 establishments through¬ 
out the region with trans fat violations. 
Despite the violations, 98 per cent of estab- 
lishments were in compliance. 

As of November 3,2008, the most common 
product cited for infractions was margarine, 
which was responsible for 125 infractions.

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No injuries in ambulance rollover

Two Mountain View Regional Emergency Services 
ambulance attendants and a female patient got a lot 
more than they bargained for during a routine transfer 
from Didsbury to Calgary on Jan. 8. 

The ambulance was 
southbound on the QEII 
highway near Crossfield 
when it left the roadway 
and rolled onto its side 
during a winter storm. 

"We were transporting 
an adult female passenger 
from Didsbury to Foothills 
Hospital for a procedure 
when the ambulance hit a 
whiteout,” said operations 
manager Larry Gratton. 

"The ambulance had to hit 
the ditch to avoid a car that was braking in front of them. 
They hit the ditch in the median and laid it on its side.” 

There was a paramedic, an EMT and the patient in the 


vehicle at the time. 

The patient was strapped to the gurney and remained 
secured during the rollover, he said. 

"All of the restraints worked the way they are designed 
to and then* was no injury to her,” he said. “The driver 
had her seatbelt on. The attendant in the back did not 
though because he was actually just moving from one 
seat to another in the back, ironically enough to position 
himself in a little safer seat than where they normally sit. 

“It was a kind of a smooth deceleration because they 
hit a snowbank and it absorbed all the energy when it 
went over on its side.” 

The vehicle sustained minor damage to the passen¬ 
ger’s side. 

“It will be out of commission for several days to a 
week or two perhaps. It will strain our resources a bit 
because we have a minimum amount of spare units, like 
one.” 

He explained that residents needing an ambulance 
should not hesitate to call. 

“They absolutely do not need to do anything different¬ 
ly because anything we can’t respond to when we are too 
busy or out of resources we have mutual aid partners 
that come in and pick up the slack,” he said.

Town approves funding for P2P 

Prairies to Peaks will have something to look towards 
now that the Town of Didsbury has approved its funding 
request 

In last week’s town council meeting, Kathie Vance was in 
attendance to make a presentation to council in regards to 
the ongoing funding for Prairies to Peaks. Vance men¬ 
tioned that with the funding they hope to receive they 
hope to use it to their advantage by updating the website 
as well as looking into a part-time employee. 

Council unanimously voted to approve the request of 
$1.50 per capita plus an additional $0.50 per capita for the 
development of a new website. They also approved the 
request of $2,(KM) for funding. 

Water rates increase 

Didsbury residents will be seeing a rate increase on their 
January water bills. 

In November council had decided to agree on a $0.15 
increase per cubic metre for all customers. The increase 
followed the decision by the Mountain View Regional 
Water Commission to begin work on twinning the water 
lines between Olds and the Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment Plant. 

“What happens is all the water that is consumed in 
January will be a higher rate,” Chief Financial Officer 
James Reichenbaeher said. “That’s when folks will see it 
on their bills, in the first or second week in February." 

Because of the way the billing works, the bills residents 
are expected to get in the next week or two will be the 
charges for the consumption of water in December, 
Reichenbaeher explained. 

Since the water rate increase was put into effect for 
January 1, 2009, Reichenbaeher said, “Every metre cubed 
of water that each of the residents consumed from January 
first or the last read will be billed at the higher rate." 

Waste collection rates increase 

Due to the increase of Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission’s 2009 municipal waste collec¬ 
tion fees, the Town of Didsbury has opted to increase res¬ 
idents’ garbage fee by $0.10, bringing it to $19.8:1/month. 

The increase is to recoup the cost increase of fees for: 
cart collection, per ton rate for solid waste and for the 
three-metre bins 

The fee increase will not take effect until March of this 
year.

Drivers need to be 
cautious with 
onset of winter

With the onset of winter over tlie last month or so, the 
need for drivers to he cautious on the roadways has 
increased — and will stay that way for the next couple of 
months or so. 

With this being the fourth winter I have spent in 
Alberta, I am continually amazed at how seemingly obliv¬ 
ious many drivers are to the poor driving conditions that 
sometimes characterize Alberta’s roadways. I have seen 
several news releases from the RUMP stating that people 
should stay off the roads if at all possible. Inevitably dur¬ 
ing the same time frame the emergency scanner comes 
alive with the chatter of emergency personnel respond¬ 
ing to the scene of a crash — oftentimes due to people 
not slowing down and driving according to the condi¬ 
tions. I have also been on the road during similar condi¬ 
tions and been amazed at the number of people that have 
left me well behind as if they were late for an extremely 
important appointment. No appointment is as important 
as getting safely to the destination. 

Contrast this with a majority of drivers in B.C. that do 
actually slow down and drive according to adverse road 
conditions. Granted, the incentive to be more cautious is 
naturally built in next door due to the more challenging 
geography, but the point still stands — people should 
slow down for poor conditions. As the Insurance 
Corporation of B.C.’s old slogan said, “Slow down and 
use your road sense.” Simply because the speed limit on 
the QE II says 110 kilometres per hour doesn’t mean driv¬ 
ers should go that fast after a few centimetres of snow 
has fallen and caused the highway to be slippery. 

The introduction of sheriffs on Alberta’s roadways has 
definitely helped the situation. While it’s not scientific, I 
have noticed that people aren’t driving as fast on the QE 
11 as they were when 1 first arrived here two years ago. I 
think that’s in great measure due to the fact that the sher¬ 
iffs have become increasing more visible over time and 
will continue to crack down on drivers who proceed on 
Alberta's highways in an unsafe manner. 

While staff at the Ministry of the Solicitor General and 
Public Security won’t come out and say sheriffs’ pres¬ 
ence on the roads has led to safer commutes, they do say 
that they are confident over time Alberta’s highways 
should become safer as people realize they should be 
driving more defensively. 

New amendments to the Traffic Safety Act that took 
effect Jan. 1 aim to reduce the 92 fatalities and 10,092 
injuries that took place in collisions at intersections 
throughout Alberta in 2007. Police will now be able to 
use speeding technology at intersections with red light 
cameras, high collision locations and locations where 
infractions are frequent. The technology tracks the speed 
of a vehicle as it proceeds through the designated loca¬ 
tion. 

Municipalities will decide if and where they want to 
use the technology. 

Law enforcement agencies that use the technology will 
be required to have a three-month awareness campaign 
in which warning tickets will be issued to offenders dur¬ 
ing the last month of the aw'areness period. No demerits 
will be issued for intersection speed or red light infrac¬ 
tions during or after the awareness campaign 

Since the sheriff program was launched in September 
2006, approximately 170,(KM) violations of the Traffic 
Safety Act have been handed out provincewide, while 
sheriffs have responded to over 400 crashes and taken 
more than 700 suspected impaired drivers off Alberta’s 
roadways. 

That’s proof the program is working in my books. Next 
time you find yourself cursing the coloured lights in your 
rear-view mirror for pulling you over, remember they are 
actually doing you and everyone else on the road a favour 
by reinforcing the safety message.

What a difference six months makes

With recent talk of the Alberta 
government running a deficit next 
year in order to drain the 
Sustainability Fund of its savings, 
it’s worth a sober look at how we 
ever got to this point. 

During the 2006 Alberta PC leader¬ 
ship race, the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation (CTF) questioned each 
of the candidates as to where they 
stood on different issues. 

The questions varied from com¬ 
mitting to tax cuts, to spending con¬ 
trol, to creating a savings plan, to 
implementing democratic reforms. 

Hindsight being what it is, perhaps 
a very poignant question would have 
been: “Will you as premier ever run a 
deficit?" 

Unfortunately, that question was 
not asked. At the time it seemed a 
pointless and ridiculous question. 
Of course no candidate hoping to be 
the leader of Alberta’s Progressive 
Conservative Party would ever even 
fathom the idea of running deficits. 
Especially not after all the sacrifices 
Albertans made to first balance the 
books in the mid-90s and then to 
pay-off the debt by 2005. 

Despite not asking the question, 
one candidate volunteered his com¬ 
mitment to balanced budgets. Nay, 
it was more than a mere commit¬ 
ment, it was an “absolute.” 

Our now premier, Ed Stelmach, in 
answering a question in regards to 
Alberta’s hidden sales tax on insur¬ 
ance offered this as part of his 
response: “The only absolute for me 


is to run balanced budgets and budg¬ 
et conservatively.” 

What a difference a couple of 
years make. 

Heck, what a difference six 
months make. Mid-summer when 
the province was rolling in an $8.5- 
hillion surplus, and doling it out in 
billion dollar increments, few 
Albertans could even imagine that 
the province may consider running a 
deficit or dip into savings to cover 
any shortfall in 2009. 

But that’s exactly what is happen¬ 
ing. 

Unfortunately, many Albertans, 
including some of those who sit 
around the provincial cabinet table 
will be quick to suggest that the 
unprecedented drop in the price of 
oil from $145 to $45 in a matter of a 
few months, precipitated this ‘need’ 
to withdraw from savings. 

Talk about stretching the truth. 

While $45 oil may seem low in 
comparison to this past summer, it 
is not all that low considering the 
price of oil over the past five years. 

The Alberta government’s rapid 
and massive increase in spending 
over the past few years is the real 
cause of this situation. In fact, the 
UTF predicted in 2007 that the gov¬ 
ernment’s appetite for spending 
would out-strip its supply of cash 
within two to five years, even if oil 
prices stayed high. Here we are two 
years later, and the CTF has been 
proven right. 

So, just how severe is the govern¬ 
ment’s addiction to spending? Well, 
in 2008-09 the Alberta government 


will spend a national high, $10,513 
per Albertan on government pro¬ 
grams. In comparison, the three 
other western provinces will spend 
slightly over $8,000 per citizen. 

When it comes to infrastructure 
spending, the comparison is even 
more dramatic. This year the 
Alberta government will spend, 
again a national high, $8.8-billion on 
capital projects for our 3.6 million 
citizens. In comparison, the 
province of Ontario, and their 13 
million citizens will spend $7.5-bil- 
lion. 

According to CTF calculations, 
the Alberta government will likely 
collect nearly $36-billion in revenue 
next year. That still allows the gov¬ 
ernment to spend almost $10,000 per 
Albertan. 

Don’t believe the hype. The 
Alberta government is the last gov¬ 
ernment in Canada that should ever 
be considering miming a deficit or 
dipping into savings. We are still 
drowning in dollars. This deficit 
talk is a sign not of a softening econ¬ 
omy or of any ’economic crisis’ but 
rather the unchecked momentum of 
a gargantuan provincial govern¬ 
ment, and a forgotten "absolute" of 
our premier. 

Premier Stelmach would be wise 
to look back and remember what 
sits at the absolute core of his polit¬ 
ical beliefs, because Albertans have 
seen this deficit movie before, and 
it’s an absolute stinker.

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Hutchison’s story meant to inspire change

With a small crowd gat li¬ 
m'd in the library at the 
Didsbury High School, Katy 
Hutchison shared ltcr story 
about how her husband Bob 
v\;ts murdered at a New 
Year’s Eve party. 

“I want you to all meet 
Bob.” In her introduction of 
w ho her husband was, she 
showed pictures in a 
PowerPoint presentation of 
him with their children and 
taking part in a manlier of 
biathlons. Bob w'as well- 
known in their small com¬ 
munity in Squamish, B.C. 
Tlte final picture in her intro¬ 
duction of Boh was of him in 
the morgue. 

Hutchison’s purpose for 
the presentation lhat she has 
done across North America 
for a number of years was to 
educate parents and youth 
alike about the dangers of 
alcohol and drug use. She 
explained lhat parents need¬ 
ed to be there for their chil¬ 
dren not just physically but 
emotionally and mentally. 

Hutchison went on to tell 
the crow d of parents, teach¬ 
ers and other community 
members how Bob had 
gone to check on a party 
that was being thrown by a 
neighbour’s son on New 
Year’s Eve—he never 
returned. 

At the party of over 200 
teenagers, Bob headed 
upstairs to let everyone 
know the party was over. 
He was confronted by a 
male youth who was ;mgry 
with this stranger trying to 
ruin their fun ;uid punched 
him, knocking Bob to the 
ground. Another male 
approached Bob while he 
was on t he ground and gave 
him 'four soccer-type kicks’ 
to his head. It was one of 
those kicks that killed Bob. 

At that party, those that 


were there created a wall of 
silence that lasted close to 
five years. Hutchison said 
that when Ryan Aldridge 
was finally arrested, she 


wanted to set* him but the 
|M)lice wouldn't iillow it. “I 
made a video telling him to 
dig deep inside to find the 
words to say, ‘I did this.’” 


Hutchison said after 
Aldridge confessed to the 
crime he requested to meet 
with her to personally deliv¬ 
er a letter he had written to

Hutchison felt more sympa¬ 
thy for him than ;uiger, “I sat 
across from him in this 
small interrogation room 
and he was just a wreck...I 
handed him a wad of 
Kleenex...it was all I could 
do from not walking up to 
him and just hugging him." 

Through the Victim- 
(Iffender Reconciliat ion 
program, Hutchison was 
able to forgive Aldridge. “I 
spent almost a full day with 
Ryan in prison...we talked 
about everything.. .and I 
was able to forgive him.” 

She said lhat in forgiving 
Aldridge it resulted in her 
losing connection with old 
friends who were friends 
with Bob. “They couldn’t 
understand how I could for¬ 
give the person who did this 
to Bob," Hutchison said 
about those she lost touch 


with over the years. She 
said anger could only Iasi so 
long before it resulted in 
negative actions. 

Her presentation ended 
with a 15-minute video of 
Aldridge telling his story. 
He talked about growing up 
mid being bullied, dealing 
with liis parent’s divorce 
;md all the while trying to fit 
in. 

Earlier Thursday and 
Friday morning, Hutchison 
met with students at 
Westglen and DHS to give 
them the same presentation. 
She said oftentimes she 
found students to be fully 
engaged in the story. She 
hoped that students would 
get the message that it was 
OK to speak out when they 
saw or felt something was 
not right and that communi¬ 
cation, whether with a par 
ent or another adult was 
vital.
